Reminiscences Of Youth And It» Ambitions, Re- 


lated By Citizens Of Coshocton. 


Dr. W. A. McMichael. of 
Keene, 


earned, but did not collect his first 
dollar. He carried sheaves, and water, 
wearing blisters on his feet where 
the seams of his leather boots rubbed 
the skin. Let him tell the tale: 


"When I was ten years old I hired 


with a man to gather sheaves. The 
field in which we worked contained 
80 acres. They cradled it and bound 
It by hand. When the time came to 
rett and whet they would send me 
for a Jug of water. 
I had to walk 


the full length of the field, take oft 
my boot§ and wade the creek to a 
•prtng la another field. When I got 


back they would drink and start to 
work. 
I would get no rest. Boy* 


did not need rest; they only gathered 
sheaves and carried water. 


"I remember very well that I had 


a big blister on each ankle, for boots 
would have a seam tip the side, then 
wrinkle.

I got 30 cents a day and my dinner. 
It took ten days to finish the field. 
I had three dollars coming to me— 
quite a fortune In those days, t still 
have those three dollar* coming t« 
me.

IN will speak at the High School auditorium. His name is 
John Z. White. He is just a plain American citizen, satisfied 
with the fundamentals of the American government as they 
were laid down by the fathers and perfectly content to go on 
ctrmn* to better our social, moral and industrial life, step by 
fctep, generation by generation, as has been the wont of the 
Anglo-Saxon for a thousand years past. 
It is doubtful if manv of our people will come out to hear 
hint, at least not nearly so" many as ought to come. Largely, be- 
cause his lecture is absolutely free. 
If it could be advertised 
that the admission would be $2.50 a seat and that there would 
be a snappy jazz band with a dash of cabaret on the side and 
with John only appearing for fifteen minutes in an up-to-date 
vaudeville monologue turn, doubtless the place would be 
crowded. 
But, sad to relate, none of the jazz stuff will appear on the 


same platform with White. He is just a plain, old-fashioned 
American with a message of about the same character that 
Thomas Jefferson or Benjamin Franklin or Abraham Lincoln 
would be expected to bring to us. True, the problem to which 
he will largely confine his discussion could scarcely be said to 
exist in the days of Jefferson and Franklin, altho both of them 
were far-sighted enough to foresee the problem and to suggest 
the very solution he will offer, and it had not yet come to exist 
in an acute form in Lincoln's days. 
But White's talk will be just about as old-fashioned as one; 


would expect from those worthies. He will not advocate the 
revolutionary up-setting of the social order. He does not be- 
lieve in more legislation, but less. He advocates nothing new 
or untried, but is content to see the race advance stage by stage 
as our Anglo-Saxon civilization has advanced since the British 
commons set old King John rijrht at Runnymede by forcing 
him to sign Magna Charta, as the American's charter of liberty 
was written in the Declaration of Independence and as we have 
achieved all our other hard won liberties—by holding fast to 
what we have and building to an already stable structure— 
rather than tumbling over in irretrievable chaos all the Past has 
won and trusting to luck to evolve something better. 


Seriously, the High School auditorium ought to be packed 


when John Z. White gets up to speak next Tuesday evening. 
That would mean only 600 or 800 and he has a message worth 
the hearing of every man and woman in the county. 
There 


ought to be more than that many farmers present.. There ought 
to be more than that many Coshocton wage-earners there. 
Every merchant and manufacturer in the town ought to turn 
out. 'For White's message is neither to Jew nor Gentile, to rich 
nor poor, to no party, class or creed, but to just plain American 
folks.The menace of the Monopoly he will discuss is a very pres- 
ent one in America today. Sooner or later it has got to be faced 
bv our people, else the institutions we have been taught to cher- 
ish will be supplanted by others not to our liking. Sooner or 
later our people have got to do some hard, consecutive thinking, 
if we are still capable of that rather unusual form of mental 
occupation. 
. 
Mr. White's mission everywhere is to stimulate thinking. 


And at the risk of stealing some of the thunder from the ad- 
dress that he may contemplate delivering here, we are repro- 
ducing the foreword from one of his books with the hope that 
it will stimulate some of our readers to do a little thinking on 
their own hooks in advance of his coming and accordingly in- 
duce them to hear him the evening of June 21: 


A Tax !« * payment for public service just ac price is payment for 


private service, 'if a man buys shoes, he pay* for rearing cattle, 
tanning hides, making and installing machinery and finally making the 
•hoes. The price of the shoes is payment for all. of these services. 
The public (national, state and local governments')—keeps the pesce, 
secures possession of property produced by Industry, and institutes 
property in land by law. as the only known method of maintaining 
order in property relations. 


We have, therefore, two kinds of property—the kind made by in- 


dustry and the kind n-.ade by law. 
We must pay the cost of public 


administration, and every dollar collected must be taken either from 
Indurtrlal property or from law made property. Alexander Hamilton, 
the first secretary of the treasury, so informed us over 130 years ago, 
and no man competent to pass judgment on the matter has ever dis- 
puted him. 


Instead of considering the effects of the two forms of taxes, we tax 
• man if he paints the town red: also we tax him if he stays at home 
and paints his house white, and we tax him every year until the paint 
peels off. We tax him if he builds a chicken house; also If he robs 
one. 
We tax him if he gets a dog or if he gets a wife. 


In making a Federal tax return one requires a lawyer—maybe 


two—and an expert accountant, and is likely to be found out even 
then. 


We teach a boy to tell the truth and reward him in various ways, 


and when he grows to manhood give him a tax schedule to fill oat.

In continental United States. On* quarter is gracing land, one quarter 
timber land, one-half agricultural land, with small area* occupied by 
cities- On this land live one-fifteenth of the people of the world, and 
here Is one-quarter of the wealth of th* world. The land i* one-half of 
our property value, the other half being product* of Industry. Agricul- 
tural land i* one-third of total land value, and farmer* are one-third of 
total population. Land bears one-quarter of total taxes. 
Industry 


pays three-quarter* of total taxes. 


The effect of taxing products i* all but **lf-*vldent, for if a man 


make* shoe* costing $6.00 per pair and the shoes are taxed $1.00 per 
pair, he i* forced to make $6.00 the basis Of his price. The state tried 
to tax a rich manufacturer, but succeeded in taxing the poor men. 
women and children who wear *hoe* and who **«m to think, and are 
often taught, that they pay no taxes. 
Capital cannot be taxed. Indus- 


try I* carried on for the benefit of consumer*, and they pay all cost*. 
Including tax** upon Industrial products or processes. 


A tax on the value of the legal institution, property in land, stay* 


where It I* put. A parcel of land i* worth a given amount, depending 
upon its location, and taxing it does not make It worth more. 


Low taxes upon the value of land make It poasible to hold land 


vacant, and this does artificially raise land value. We have artificially 
raised the value of product* (Improvements and personal property) by 
taxing them, and have also artificially raised the value cf land (es- 
pecially city lota) by permlttng about two-thirds of the lots of the aver- 
age city to remain vacant thru low taxes. All property, both land and 
product*, I* artificially Inflated In value; thus continually raising the 
co*t of living. 


Th* atate should make a man pay for the service that he receive* 


from the state, but not for the service that he render* to himself. For 
Instance a man wishes to enter business and finds a desirable location, 
he interviews the owner as to the rent. He says the rent is high, but 
Is told that here he has good streets, good water supply, good light, 
good transportation, good fir* service, good police, good schools—all 
public services—and finally pays the rent asked. At the end of th* 
year he Is visited by the tax gatherer and told in effect that he has 
had fire protection, police protection, etc., and is presented with the 
bill. "But," he says, "while I have received alt of this service, which 
Is valuable and should be paid for, you have empowered a man by law, 
thru your institution, property In land, to collect Just what your serv- 
ice is worth. He i* your agent, acting by your authority. 
I 'have paid 


him. Go to him and get your money. "If I pay this bill I shall pay 
twice for the same service." In short, the land owner Is the natural 
tax collector. The value of land is the only measure of the worth of 
public service. Meanwhile we actually think of land owners as tax- 
payers! 


We keep the peace. Our criminal law is essentially democratic, 


We secure property In products. This again is purely democratic. We 
Institute property In land that we may keep order in property rela- 
tions. Here, again, we are strictly democratic. In collecting revenue 
to pay the cost of public service we are the reverse of democratic. 
Our tax system Is essentially aristocratic. This inconsistency is dis- 
turbing Industrial affairs. Nearly half of all inclosed agricultural lane 
is unused. About two-thirds of city land Is unused. And this because, 
by our absurd revenue system, we have made it profitable to hold land 
vacant. 
We have penalized development and subsidized specula- 


tion. 


All of this vacant land, perhaps 40 billions of dollars in v*lue, 


does not pay one cent to support the Federal government. Our Fed- 
eral taxes are about five-sixths on products and one-.sixth on land value 
—a pure product of law. 


Taxes upon products In the United States are at least $250 per 


famiiy and analytical statisticians will agree that this is doubled by 
the time it reaches consumers. This is an artificial burden that is 
heavy enough to disturb industry and no one can point to any other 
force that is sufficiently powerful to cause serious trouble. 


Mnjj.-.zines are fi!:*d with stories of profiteers—mostly nonsense. 


The railroads are said to hold eight billion of fictitious value, but this, 
at five per cent, is 4CO million dollars per year, or $20.00 for the aver- 
age family. Will any one contend that this, even if triie. which it is 
not at this date, will Impoverish America? 
The disturbing force is 


something more powerful. Find it and then get rid of it. and make our 
land truly democratic in fact, as it is in ideal.

It is not generally known that Youngstown in 1919 had an 


authentic case of talking sickness, la which a young miss of 12 was the 
victim, and who was restored to normal activities by a local chiroprac- 
tor. She is Florence Maturo. 742 Mahoning-av, dau*ght»r of Mr and 
Mrs. Anthony Maturo. The father is a shoemaker with a smail shop 
adjoining his home at the above address, and is well and favorably 
knowa among the local Italians, as well as to many others, having re- 
sided in this city for a number of years. 


The story of Florence's illness and subsequent recovery reads like 


a phantasy, but to the girl and her family it is a stern realKv. One 
night in February, 1919, Florence started talking in an unintelligible 
manner and talked all through the night. All efforts to quiet her or to 
gain anything from her conversation were futile. Her parents were 
of the opinion that she had had a dream which had made an impres- 
sion on her mind and that with the coming of daylight the illusion 
would pass away, but not so. Instead the monologue became, if possi- 
ble. more pronounced with the coming of the day, and -another compli- 
cation set ia. Her eyes became crossed and she complaned of seeing 
all objects double, or In dual form. Her general health appeared 
good, except for a slight nervousness. The family physician was called 
and prescribed for the nervous affliction. Day after day, night after 
night, Florence rambled on, scarcely a minute elapsing between 
sentences, until after two months of the affliction she became a mere 
skeleton, and a nervous wreck; the whole bodv twitching as though 
she were afflicted -Kith St. Vitus dance. It was then thai the chiro- 
practor appeared on the scene. 


A Miracle Cure 
Florence has a sister. Giovaana, who Is a talented pianist. She had 


some time previously suffered an injury to l:er arm. and had consulted a. 
chiropractor and had received benefit. "When the suggestion was made 
that Floreace was mentally unbalanced, and should be sent away for 
treatment. Giovanaa reseated the accusation. She appealed to Richard 
Mansel!," Humane Agent — wao Is a neighbor, and whose own daughter 
Is one of Florence's playmates— to take the child in his machine to 
the office of a chiropractor, whose name cannot be giren here because 
of advertising rules cf this paper. Mansel!. although doubting the ef- 
ficiency of the adjustment method, agreed, and a few hours later found 
the afflicted girl in tbe office of the doctor. The latter was honest. 
He told the sister and Mansell that he had never in his practice seen 
or had a similar case, but that he would do all In his power. The child 
was given aa adjustment, and for a few minutes the talking ceased. 
and there was an apparent sigh of relief from the patient and watchers.

Miss Ethel 
Fovrler is her "home" teacher, and Miss Jaralsca is coaching her in 
music. 


la speaking of her affliction, Florence told the writer that her 


mind was a blank insofar as remembrance of the events that trans- 
pired during her strange illness— that she remembered nothing of what 
she was saying nor was fbe conscious of saying anything. "It it all just 
a horrid dream, and one that I don't care to repeat," is the way she 
expressed it. 


"When the writer called at the cobbler shop conducted by the 


father, Anhony Maturo, at 742 Mahoning-av. Florence had not arrived 
home from school, but the father told of the many dayg and nights 
of anxiety and bow no care or expense had been spared, and how after 
all his daughter had been restored through Chiropractic.

was relating the story Florence come in. bat he wag unable to tell in 
detail as much as the parent had related.

until Encephalitis Lethargica set in. and it was only after the chiro- 
practor had discovpred three displacement? of the vertebrae that any 
connection between the fall and her condition was assumed. 


"When asked if she had given up taking dancing lessons, Florence 


replied: "Yes, that is for the present — I may take lessons again later 
— but not now. But I'd like to." 


There is nothing in the Httle lady's appearance of action to con- 


vey to the uninitiated that she had ever passed through such an ex- 
perience, as the accompanying photo will witness. — (The Sunday Vin- 
dicator, March 6, 1921.)
